1.  Reference  our  memo  dated  l4  July  (copy  attached)  information  was 
received  on  1 August  from  Lt  Colonel  Joseph  E.  Boland,  Legislative 
Liaison  Office,  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force,  that  a congressional  inves- 
tigation of  the  UFO  program  is  definitely  on  the  books.  Kr.  Richard 
Hines  expects  to  arrive  at  WPAFB  0900,  lU  August.  Mr.  Hines  is  the 
Technical  Assistant  for  the  House  Committee  on  Science  and  Astronautics. 
Congressmen  John  McCormick  (Mass*),  Overton  Brooks  (Calif.),  and  Joseph 
Karth  (Minn.)  are  behind  the  investigation. 


2.  I have  alerted  Major  Friend,  the  Project  Officer  on  the  UFO  Program, 
who  is  presently  on  leave,  to  report  back  to  WPAFB  in  time  to  allow  at 
least  one-half  day  for  discussion  prior  to  arrival  of  the  Committee. 

I have  also  alerted  the  contractor.  Dr.  Hynek,  to  be  prepared  to  report 
to  WPAFB  on  the  selected  date  of  reported  investigation. 

3*  I propose  to  receive  Mr.  Hines  and  provided  you  agree,  bring  him  to  f ’ 
your  office  for  Introduction,  and  then  conduct  the  discussions  in  my  ^ 
office. 


4.  I propose  to  conduct  the  investigation  along  the  following  lines: 

a.  FTD  explores  all  reports  and  incidents  concerning  UFO  items. 

Our  objective  is  to  get  the  facts,  to  emalyze  these  facts,  and  to  explain 
as  clearly  as  possible  the  results  of  the  anedyses. 

b.  We  seek  no  publicity  on  our  part,  nor  embarrassment  of  any 
individueO-S  involved  in  reporting  UFO  incidents.  As  a matter  of  fact  we 
try  to  protect,  to  the  maximum,  the  individuals  concerned. 

c.  We  have  funds  and  personnel  to  investigate,  on  the  spot,  all 
incidents  which  appear  to  warrent  such  investigation.  We  utilize  our 

o\m  FTD  facilities,  and  those  of  AFSC  to  make  investigations  and  analyses, 

d.  We  call  upon  the  entire  resources  of  the  USAF  to  assist  in  the 
investigations  of  UFO  incidents.  Where  a satisfactory  explanation  can 

be  found  by  the  local  organization  or  units  of  the  USAF  these  organizations 
are  utilized  to  the  fullest. 


e.  We  give  great  consideration  for  quick  reaction  to  all  UFO 
incidents  where  conditions  permit. 

f.  All  public  information  aspects  of  the  UFO  Program  are  haudleo 
by  the  Secretary  of  bhe  Air  Force ^ Office  of  Inforraationj  Hq  USAF. 

5.  I will  keep  you  posted  of  any  further  developments.

jQ.  TDG(General  Pierce) 

1.  An  article  appeared  in  the  3 July  1961  issue  of  Newsweek,  stating 
the  possibility  of  a congressional  investigation  of  the  U5AF  UFO 
Program,  Contact  with  the  Secretary  of  Air  Force,  Legislative  Liaison 
Office (SAJIiL)  revealed  that  there  was  no  official  information  concerning 
such  an  investigation.  However,  SAFLL  pointed  out  that  unofficially 
there  were  indications  that  such  an  investigation  would  take  place. 

2.  Unofficial  sources  (SAFLL)  have  it  that  Congressman  Joseph  E.  Karth, 
Minnesota,  of  the  House  Science  and  Astronautics  Committee  (Congressman 
Overton  Brook,  Los  Angeles  Chairman)  would  head  the  investigating  team. 

The  investigation  to  be  directed  toward  determining  generally  how  the 
USAF  is  handling  the  UFO  Program  and  specifically  the  capabilities  of 

FTD  in  the  analysis  and  investigation  areas. 

3.  SAFUj's  present  efforts  are  directed  toward  heading  off  the  investi- 
gation or,  if  it  is  to  occur,  having  it  take  place  in  Washington  D.  C. 
with  Dr.  J.  Allen  Hynek,  Consultant  to  the  UFO  Program  and  Major  Robert  J. 
Firend,  Aerial  Phenomena  Branch  TD-E  in  attendance. 

4.  If  the  investigation  is  carried  out  at  FTD  I intend  to  handle  it 
within  tile  Deputy  unless  otherwise  directed.

Perhaps  I have  heen  misled  in  this  whole  hiisiness  Ox  UFO, 

However,  it  was  my  belief  that  you,  ycur  organisation  and  others  lilce 
it,  actually  had  proof  that  UFO*s  did  in  fact  e:^d.st  and  that  you  would 
be  prepared  to  prove  this  during  the  course  of  the  hearing.  And  further 
that  UFO's  were  not  merely  the  resxlLt  of  space  or  atmospheric  phenomena, 
but  actually  were  craft  (of  sorts)  from  other  planets. 


I ms  sadly  disappointed  as  1 read  your  proposed  plan,  suggestions 
and  vie^Jpoints.  I ceaanot  help  but  feel  after  so  reading,  that  your 
primai'y  if  not  sole  objective,  is  to  'be-little*,  'defame',  'ridiciLle* 
(\dth  the  least  possible  publicity,  you  say)  and  thereby  cause  the  U.  S, 
Air  Force  enibarrassiaent  unless  they  bare  to  you  and  others,  all  informa' 
tion  you  seek,  incliiding  such  information  ’that  may  i^ell  involve  our 
nation's  security.  I too  am  opposed  to  umiecessary  secrecy.  However, 
unnecessaiy  or  um?arranted  secrecy  is  nothing  more  than  a natter  of 
opinion.  And  so  even  though  you  and  I are  ox^posed  to  such,  vs  nay  irell 
disagree  on  e^ctent  and  content.  As  a former  militaiy  officer,  you  in 
your  Juigmcnt  and  Imovring  all  the  facts,  in  all  probability  withhold 
from  the  public,  knowledge  I irould  not  have  considered  "secret."  I re- 
peat - I have  opposed  and  vd.ll  continue  to  oppose  unwarranted  secrecy. 
At  the  sane  time  I will  not  support  a proposition  smelling  of  sour 
grapes  in  disguise. 


Your  letter  to  Chairman  Brooks  (including  your  proposed  plan) 
concerned  itself  almost  totally,  in  opinion,  with  evident  dislike 
and  malicious  intent  toward  a great  branch  of  the  military.  In  fact 
it  sounded  to  me  like  nothing  more  than  cheap  service  rivalry.  ITow  I 
hasten  to  add  that  I could  be  wrong,  but  I have  read  many  plans  and 
proposals  in  my  day  and  must  say  I recognize  a little  prejudice  and/or 
dislike  v-rhen  I see  it.  If  you  are  not  in  a position  to  "raal^e  a good 
case"  that  UFO's  are  some  kind  of  foreign  craft,  I'm  not  even  interested 
in  holding  hearings.  This  I thought  to  be  your  purpose.  Certainly  I'm

Aziother  show,  conducted 
In  the  manner  of  the  MUte  Wallace  Intenrlev,  vas  put  on  tape  for  ehovlng 
on  or  about  13  February  19^*  Major  Coleman,  SAF0I-3c,  coordinated  the 
appearance  of  Air  Force  persosmel  on  these  programs.  The  program  reached 
4n  audience  of  approiclmately  100,000  people. 

S.  Regarding  the  proposed  Congressional  hearing  on  the  USAF  UFO  progr^. 
Major  Coleman,  SAF0I-3c,  advised  Major  Friend,  ID-£,  that  Congressman 
Khrth  stated  to  Mr.  Richard  SlavslQr,  Science  Editor  of  tbe'llev  York  Vorld- 
Telegram",  that  tbe  hearing  would  not  be  held.  The  events  which  led  to 
Hr.  Slavsky  contacting  Coogreesman  Xarth  were  a story  written  by  the  re- 
porter about  13  November  I961  concemlng  UFO's  and  the  great  amount  of 
mall  which  resulted.  As  a result  of  the  Indicated  public  interest,  Hr. 
Slawsky  contacted  Major  Coleman,  SAF0I-3c,  and  Mhjor  Domld  £.  Keyhoe  of 
the  National  InvestlgatioDs  Cummlttee  on  Aerial  Phenoaena,  a private  UFO 
group.  Itojor  Coleman  presented  the  /vir  Force  view,  and  Major  Kicyhoe 
advised  the  reporter  of  the  proposed  hearing.  Hr.  Slavsky  then  contacted 
CoDgressmaa  Karth  and  vas  advised  1:^  that  worthy  gentleman  that  be  would 
not  be  a part  of  Major  Keyhoe's  cheap  scheme  to  discredit  the  united 
States  /.Ir  Fcarce,  and  that  there  would  be  no  hearing. 
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not  interested  in  listening  to  headline  nnld.ng  accusations  (pra?*pted 
it  seems  by  past  gripes)  in  open  debate  between  you  and  the  Air  Force. 


It  was  my  every  intention  to  have  the  Air  Force  and  orgairLzations 
of  good  repute,  testify  on  different  days  so  as  to  get  all  the  facts. 
This  is  the  custom  and  the  protocol  of  Congressional  hearings.  And  I 
might  say  - I'm  not  vrorried  about  public  alarm  - I'm  much  more  concerned 
about  grandstand  acts  of  a rabble  rousting  rjiture  ^dierc  accusations  may 
be  made  THAT  COULDN’  B3  AIIS^TSKED  3Y  AirfOIHi:  - the  Air  Force  or  laCAP. 

It's  apropos  to  point  out  that  under  your  plan  you  wouldn’t  be  answeriiig 
many  questions  if  any  - you’d  just  be  aslcLng  them.  Anyone  can  mahe 
someone  else  look  bad  under  these  conditions,  and  I ^ not  a captive  ol‘ 
the  Air  Force,  I assure  you. 


As  I have  said,  I suffered  extreme  disappointment  as  I read  your 
plan.  Talk  about  secrecy!  In  paragraph  A of  your  letter  to  Chairman 
Brooks  you  propose  "the  Air  Force  representatives  will  be  directed  by 
the  subcommittee  to  answer  all  of  KICAP  officials'  questions  in  regard 
to  specific  UFO  sighting,  reports  and  to  all  phases  of  the'  Air  Force 
investigation. " 


Hoirever,  in  paragraph  3 of  the  same  lettei  '.cu  propose  "...and 
the  iilCAP  representatives  will  /xns't/er  fall,  ,jt,  for  revealing  names 
and  certain  details  of  a few  re.'jorts  given  to  X'gj.?  confidentially." 
(Emphasis  added).  'jJtiat  kind  of  honesty,  foillri'i.g  itness  and  fairness 
is  tiiat?  You  demand  that  a iai.litfiry  3er\'ir:f:  oJ.'  this  ration  is  to 
divulge  everything  'to  you,  3'^r'  'I£'J  ^ TLTH!  i;a:.r'  t gi  ve  "certain  details" 
because  it  is  confidential  • Oh,  yi-s,  J ]:ave  also  read 

paragraph  C of  your  proposals  ("It  is  als-u  agi.'i;  ed  t.]*.stt  the  Air  Force 
may  withhold  names  similarly,  where  witnei:.s<.n!  : n!5li;i'tfid  on  this,  and 
also,  such  iTiinor  1 terns  as  cltiesified  radarr  xe:' aircraft  speeds 
and  other  relatively  unlmport;;;. nt  points  net  02  ring  on  tills  irnin  ques- 
tions at  issue  .~J  (Empliasis  rided). 


Personally  I don^t  feel  X need  to  cXrLhcn:;!  ,e  :*;:i  the  generosity 
equivocated  by  your  language  in  paragrapli  C.  However,  no  one  interested 
in  justice  could  refrain  completely.  First  of  all,  what  witness  honestly 
interested  in  the  security  of  his  nation,  is  going  to  insist  to  the  Air 
Force  he  remain  anonymous?  (Or  to  your  organization  for  that  matter). 
Secondly,  you  generously  grant  the  Air  Force  the  privilege  of  l^d.thhoiding 
"relatively  unimportant  points  not  hearing  on  the  main  questions  at 
issue."  Very  generous,  indeed.  If  you  iiavc  infoiviiation  which  the 
Air  Force  is  keeping  secret,  but  dees  not  involve  national  security,  I 
suggest  you  release  it  to  the  newspapers.  They’ll  love  it. 


Honestly  and  sincerely,  I make  this  confess! on; before  I had 
received  copies  of  your  letter  (and  terms)  to  Chairman  Brooks,  I was 
vitally  concerned  and  interested  in  what  positive  and  factual  informa- 
tion you  had  on  UFO's  and  the  assistance  you  might  give  to  the  Committee. 
You  dispelled  any  hopes  I had  relative  thereto  in  the  language  heretofore 


cited.  I also  eould  not  overlook  your  language  on  page  thi’ee:  "The 

chief  concora  of  ICC CAP  Board  members  and  officials  is  the  increasing 
secrecy  dangers  - NOT,  at  this  time,  final  conclusions  about  the 
UFO's.  Undoubtedly,  I have  been  misinformed  on  the  purpose  of 
NICAP.  I W3LS  erronously  led  to  believe  you  had  factual  evidence 
of  soma  kind  about  UFO's 

If  I have  anything  to  say  abrvit  it,  your  terms,  conditions  and 
suggestions  ivill  notbs  accepted.

2.  Project  Blue  Book  (UFO)  has  been  an  active  Air  Force  project  since 
June  19^7 • The  objectives  of  the  project  are  to  determine;  (a)  If 
unidentified  flying  objects  are  a threat  to  the  security  of  the  United 
State-s,  (b)  if  any  new,  unique,  or  revolutionary  technical  or  scien- 
tific aspects  or  develoimients  are  involved  in  the  phenomena,  and  (c) 
to  identify  and/or  explain  all  sightings.  The  directives  which  are 
applicable  to  this  program  are  AFR  200-2  dated  1^  September  1959  aiid 
JANAP  i46d  dated  February  1959*  PTD  r^sponelbilitieB,  defined  in 
paragraph  4c  uf  AFR  200-2,  require  analysis  and  evaluation  of  reports 


of  sightings  of  unidentified  flying  objects  and  overall  monitorship 
of  the  program.  The  Office  of  Information,  Office  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Air  Force,  is  responsible  for  releasing  information  on  sight- 
ings and  for  answering  public  correspondence  regarding  UFO's.  The 
Office  of  Legislative  Liaison  is  responsible  for  handling  all  Congress- 
ional interests  in  the  program. 


3.  Mr.  Hines  was  thoroughly  briefed  on  our  method  of  conducting  the 
program  and  of  the  Air  Force  and  Govemnent-vlde  facilities  which  ha\'e 
been  used  to  provide  data  and/or  assist  with  the  analyses.  He  also 
visited  some  of  the  facilities  of  the  Aeronautical  Systems  Division 
vdiich  have  been  used  to  svqiport  the  program.  Dr.  J.  Allen  Qynck, 
Director  of  the  Dearborn  Observatory,  Morthwestem  UnlverBity,  con- 
sultant to  Project  Blue  Book  (UFO),  was  present  and  assisted  with  the 
briefing  of  Mr.  Bines. 


4.  Mr.  Hines  indicated  that  Congressional  inteirest  In  the  UFC  program 
resulted  from  pressiures  of  undisclosed  sources  which  were  brought  to 
bear  on  Congressman  John  V.  McCormack,  Haasachusetts  (Majority  Leader). 
Discussior:  resiiltcd  in  the  collective  opinion  that  Major  Donald  E* 
Keyhoe,  U.  S.  Marine  Corps  Retired,  and  present  Director  of  the  Rational 
Investigation  Committee  of  Aerial  Phenomena,  a private  UFO  organization, 
was  probably  behind  the  effort.  This  opinion  is  substantiated  by  the 


facts  that  Hsjoo:  Keyboe  vas  behlad  previous  efforts  which  resulted  In 
CoQgressloxial  brleflo^s  duriiig  August  199&  tind  July  I960;  that  present 
HICAP  literature  urges  the  neoibers  to  write  to  their  CongreBsmen  and 
request  that  there  he  a hearing  on  UFO*sj  and  that  Major  Keyhoc  has, 
on  his  many  television  and  radio  appearances,  spolcen  out  for  Congress- 
ional bearings. 

It  was  Indicated  that  Congressaan  Joseph  £*  Karth,  Minnesota,  will 
he  the  chairman  at  the  hearing.  !£!he  licarlng  will  last  approximately 
five  days,  four  days  fur  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  last  day  for 
an  executive  seseion.  The  Air  Force  will  he  required  to  provide  wit- 
nesses^ and  1 suggest  that  Dr,  J,  Allen  l^yuelc  and  Major  Robert  J. 
Friend  he  among  the  persons  appointed  to  attend.  Dr.  Rynek  is  the 
project  consultant  and  Hsjor  Friend  Is  the  present  chief  of  the  Aerial 
Phenomena  Branch, 

6.  Mr.  Elnes  Indicated  he  was  favorably  Impressed  with  our  handling 
of  the  program,  I invited  him  to  call  on  us  for  any  future  assistance 
which  he  might  need  In  preparing  for  the  hearing*  1 also  Indicated 
that  It  was  desirable  to  have  Dr.  i^ynek  and  Major  Friend  meet  with 
Congressman  Karth  prior  to  the  hearing,  a view  with  which  Hr.  Elnes 
readily  concurred.
